Sir John’ Frenck goes. on to gay thst the attack on Loos was 
admirably delivered, and, in little more than an-hour, Loos was 
ocoupied. Tho Fifteenth Division had advanced eo vigorouely that 
it actually got a mile eastward of Hill 70. Strong reserves appeared 
one afternoon bat we had secured s very aubstantial gain at Loos 
and on the western portion of Hill 70, Ono brigade, on the out- 
skirts of Halluch, made a-brilliant advanca, and, although the right 


flank was dangerously exposed, it was largely inatramental in cap-} 


taring five hundred Germans who had been holding up another 
brigade. The Seventh Division rapidly reached the Quarries and 
the Twonty-Sizth brigade secured Fosse 8.

Sir John French then gives a detailed techniosl ‘account of the 


great battle southward of La Bassoe and emphasises that all other 
attacks from the North Sea, whera admiral Baoon was rendering 
valuable assietance in bombarding Zeobragge and Ostend, to the 
point where the British and- French foregs joined, wore af the nstare 
of subsidery attacke with the object of distracting the enemy's 
attention. , 

Tho Indians bad played s prominent part in thesd eubsidiary 
operations which were most successfal, and perhaps indeed, drow 
the enemy reserves from the main attack. The Flying Corps had also 
rendered valuable work in blowing up zailwaye,

but, in view of the great length of the line slong whioh the British [| 


were operating, the Guard Oorps and two other Divisions were held 
in reserve, while the British Cavalry Corps and the-Indian: Qsvalry 
were held in readiness to co-operate with the Frenoh Cavalry in ex- 
ploiting any success which they might attain, The distance between 
the British and German trenches varied from 8 hundred to five 
hundred yards. . . Ut Ss 

The British, ot 6.30 in the morning, advanced over-coantry 
overgrown with long grass and sell-sown orops, and were euccesaful 
all along the lino, except just to the south of La Basseo Canal. Tho 
Germens met the advance by a mild infentry attock, slight ia ita 
intensity; but their gunfire waa acourate and caused a considerable 
number of casualties. ‘The London Torritorial Division, acquitted 
itself- most oreditably and was ‘skilfully led, while the Scottish 
Division of the now Armies aszaulted:Loos and Hill 70, . 

After nightfall. severe. fighting continued. Hoavy rain bad 
‘impeded operstiong but the German coanter-attacka on oor now 
front wers repulsed with heavy losses after which the now positions 
were organiced, and minor re-adjastments meade. Th» Guarda 
Division had-sccossefally attacked Hill 70 and- liad driven the 
Germans from the Bill, bat could not: take the redodbt' on the 
northeast slopes, aa the British line was now extended by-@ ‘aaliont 
which was indented by the enemy's positions.

“Patriarchal’’ Foe, 

A mach wounded corporal who 
bas arrived ata London hospital 
told his atory toa Central News 
correspondent, 

The m:n was bandaged from 
head to foot. His body waa par- 
tially paralysed, and he had leat 
the left arm. “I had to leave it 
behind,” he began philosophical- 
ly, “but that’s the way of war, 
and you've gat to take thinga 3 
theycome. I’m lacky to get back 
st all, even a86 cripple.” 

Expoctant, 

He wenton: “As you know, 
we have been waiting a long time 
for ‘the day’ to come. We had 
grown mere or lesa atale in the 
trenchea and every man of us wag 
itobing for the sorap to Lagin. 

“About nine or ton days sgo 
the word went round that we 
might make a move at any mo- 
mect. All the boys wera in the 
best of spirits, and before the 
cortsin aotually went up we 
whiled the time away in playing 
cards and singing songs. : 

Revel by Night, 

“The night befora the battle 
there was a little concort orrang- 
ed. Ono of ourlads made up as 
old Daddy Christmas Tirpitz, and 
sang ‘I Would'st Laave the Old 
Canal for You," whilet another 
fellow gave an imitation of the 
Crown Princes as the ‘Prodigal 
Son.’
